Safe Jumps of Eight or Nine Stories 


Have Been Made.

shouted for them to poise themselves 
properly find Jump one at a time. But 
even while the fireman wyiv shunting 
the instructions the couple USXIM! each 
other, locked arms anrl letipwl. They 
came down straight and sure :is a 
plummet right Into the net. They re- 
bounded about fifteen feet and fell In I 
the net npihi in n sitting (Histitre. still 
embraced. 


The firemen let them gently down to 


the sidewnlk. Tbejr still "at there loitk- 
•ing at each other incredulously. Then 
they were told there was not even a 
goo'd fire to justify their jump. It hnd 
all been smoke from n smouldering lot 
of rags and other rubbish. The man 
and wife heard tlie news with expres- 
sions of wonder, thankfulness and con- 
demnation of their silliness. 


.Tumps of eight and nine stories with- 


out injuries have been recorded. The 
makeup of the jumper is what counts 
The firemen have to be prepiirerl for 
all kinds. Sometimes they have to 
shift u few inches quickly because of 
the bad Judgment of fllbtunce shown by 
the juniper. But in most cases the leap
